REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does 
not teach a first layer and second layer within a plurality of holes of a base plate, wherein 
the first layer has a larger average pore diameter than the second layer to form a plurality 
of adsorptive regions and outside the adsorptive regions the first layer and second layer are 
present below the base plate and a signal absorbing layer below the first layer and second 
layer both inside and outside the adsorptive regions. Kato et al. (US 2003/0143523) teach 
a porous material within a plurality of adsorptive regions of a base plate and the material 
being below the base plate outside the adsorptive regions (figs. 6a and 6b), but fail to teach 
the material having a first and second layer, wherein the pore size is larger in the first layer 
than the second layer and a signal absorbing layer. Ogawa et al. (US 6,492,119) teach a 
base plate having a plurality of holes and in each of the holes, a first layer having a larger 
mean pore diameter than a second layer, but fail to teach a signal absorbing layer and the 
first layer and second layer being below the base plate outside of the adsorptive regions. 
Hess et al. (US 2002/0094533) teach a base plate having a plurality of holes filled with a 
porous adsorptive material, but fail to teach the adsorptive region having a first and second 
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layer, a signal absorbing layer below the base plate and the porous material positioned 
below the base plate outside the adsorptive regions.
